“But when the Comforter is come 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth which 
proceedeth from the Father, he shall tes- 
tify of me.”—St. John 15:36. 


I HAVE been impressed to write on 
this important subject for some time. 
There is a way for us to know and the 
Bible makes it plain that we can know, 
when the Holy Ghost comes into our 
lives. Some say when we get saved or 
born again, others say when we get sanc- 
tified. But, dear reader, let God’s Word 
settle the question, the Word of God 
rightly divided will settle any controver- 
sy. 

Jesus says, in the last clause of the 
17th verse of the 14th chapter of St. 
John, “For he dwelleth with you and 
shall be in you.” Jesus says, “In the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word may be established.” Matthew 18: 
16. “I indeed have baptized you with 
water but he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost.” Mark 1:8. John answered 
saying unto them all, I indeed baptize 
you with water; but one mightier than 
I cometh, the latchet of whose shoes I 
am not worthy to unloose, he shall bap- 
tize you with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire.” Luke 3:16. “For John truly bap- 
tized with water but ye shall be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence.” Acts 1:5. 

We do not teach to seek tongues as 
some accuse us, but when the Holy 
Ghost comes into our lives, we will have 
the same evidence as the early disciples 
at Pentecost had. John promised the 
Holy Ghost to all those whom he bap- 
tized. This tears down the theory of 
some, that just the apostles received the 
Holy Ghost, Jesus reassured the promise 
of the Holy Ghost to His disciples just 
before His ascension. Acts 1:5. 

Jesus says, “If ye love me, keep my 
commandments. And I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide with you 
forever; even the Spirit of truth; whom 
the world cannot receive,” John 14:15, 
16. After the disciples returned from the 
mount that is called Olivet, back to Je- 
rusalem, they went up into the upper 
room, there they found all the apostles 
except Judas. These all continued with 
one accord in prayer and _ supplication 
with the women and Mary the mother 
of Jesus, and with his brethren. In fact, 
Peter said the number of names was about 
one hundred and twenty. What were 
they there for? Read Acts 2:1-4. “And 


when the day of Pentecost was fully 
come.” 


The Old Testament is filled up with 
types and shadows. Hebrews 10:1 speaks 


‘about the law having a shadow of good 


““These 


things to come. Leviticus 23:4, 


-are feasts of the Lord, even holy convo- 


cations, which ye shall proclaim in their 
seasons.” All Bible readers will admit that 
most all these feasts have been fulfilled. 
The one I want to speak of is in the 15th 
and 16th verses. “And ye shall count un- 
to you from the morrow after the sab- 
bath, from the day that ye brought the 
sheaf of the wave offering; seven sab- 
baths shall be complete: Even unto the 
morrow after the seventh sabbath shall 
ye number fifty days; and ye shall offer 
a new meat offering unto the Lord.” This 
was fulfilled in Acts 2:1. Pentecost 
means the fiftieth day. That was why all 
of those foreign born Jews were at Jeru- 


‘salem. They were there observing these 


feasts, 

The disciples were filled with the Holy 
Ghost fifty days after Jesus was raised 
from the dead, a fulfillment of the Old 
Testament type of the sheaf the priest 
waved before the Lord, and beautiful 
type of Jesus’ resurrection. We _ read 
further that they were all—one hundred 
and twenty—with one accord in one 
place and suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven as a rushing mighty wind, 
and it filled all the house where they 
were sitting. And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as of fire, and 
it sat upon each of them. And they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as _ the 
Spirit gave them utterance. 

There are teachers in these last days 
who are confusing the minds of the peo- 
ple. I know precious people who have 
seen the light on the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost but on account of certain 
teachers that say that the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost is not for everybody, they 
quote from Ist Corinthians 12:30, that 
it is the gift of tongues and that not 
everyone gets this gift. Now there is a 
difference in the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, as in Acts 2:4; Acts 10:46, and 
several other places given in the Bible, 
and the gift of tongues. No one receives 
any of these gifts until after he is filled 
with the Holy Ghost. 

The gifts were not set in the Church 
of God until after Pentecost. Some of 
the different churches of to-day will 
have some of the gifts but when they 
come to divers kinds of tongues they 
won’t have that gift. The only place it 
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is welcome is in the Church of God. God 
set them in His Church and no man can 
take them out. Some will say, “I‘ know 
they received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and spake with tongues in the 
early days of the Church, but when the 
last apostle died, speaking in tongues 
ceased.” That is just man’s theory. The 
apostle Paul said, “Let every man be a 
liar but God the truth.” Let us look at 
some of the witnesses that are in the 
Bible. 

Jesus said, ““When the Comforter is 
come whom I will send unto you from 
the Father, even the Spirit of truth 
which proceedeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me and ye shall also bear 
witness,” John 15:26, 27. “Howbeit 
when he the Spirit of truth is come, he 
will guide you into all truth: for he shall 
not speak of himself; but whatsoever he 
shall hear, that shall he speak: and he 
will show you things to come,” John 16: 
13. That’s why we maintain that the 
Bible teaches that when the Holy Ghost 
comes into our lives, He, the Holy Ghost, 
will take control of our vocal organs and 
speak through the individual. 

Nearly all Bible readers will agree that 
the Holy Ghost is a person. There was a 
time when God spake direct to man, such 
as Adam, Cain, Noah, Abraham, Moses, 
and many others. When Jesus came in 
the flesh, the second person of the trin- 
ity, He spake and taught the people for 
a period of time. Now, if God spake and 
His Son talked, would it not seem reas- 
onable for the Holy Ghost to talk, as 
He is the third person of the trinity? 
Acts 2:7, 8. “And they were amazed and 
marvelled, saying one to another, Be- 
hold, are not all these which speak Gali- 
leans? And how hear we every man in 
our own tongue wherein we were born?” 
These foreign Jews knew that this was 
something out of the ordinary. If they 
had spoken the Hebrew tongue they 
would not have been alarmed, but they 
knew that they were common, un- 
learned Jews, and just knew the Hebrew 
tongue. But there were mockers there 
just like there are to-day, that said, 
“They are full of new wine.” People 
to-day say that it is all of the devil, but 
thank the Lord they don’t know! 

Peter soon broke the silence by saying, 
“These are not drunken as ye suppose— 
they are full of the Spirit.” No doubr 
they acted like drunk people, just like 
anyone does to-day when he gets close 
enough to God and lets Him fill him 
with His Spirit. It was Joel’s prophecy 
fulfilled. Some say that Joel doesn’t say 
anything about speaking in tongues. 
That is true enough, but listen what 
Peter says: “This is that.” He was talk- 
ing about Joel’s prophecy, something 
over seven hundred years previous. I

UNIVERSAL WAR 

St. Matt. 24:6, 7, 8. “And ye shall 
hear of wars and rumors of wars: see that 
ye be not troubled: for all these things 
must come to pass, but the end is not 


yet. For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom: and 
there shall be famines, and _pestilences, 
and earthquakes, in divers places. All 
these are the beginning of sorrows.” 

The inevitability of war among unre- 
generate mankind history proves. The 
Russian author Novikow says: “From 
the year 1496 B. C, to A. D. 1862 in 
3,358 years, there were 227 years of 
peace and 3,130 years of war. Within 
the last three centuries there have been 
286 wars in Europe. From the year 1500 
B. C. to A. D. 1860 more than 8,000 
treaties of peace, meant to remain in 
force for ever, were concluded. The aver- 
age time they remained in force was two 
years.” We have lived to see the crown- 
ing example. In August, 1914, nine de- 
clarations of war; masses of men utterly 
unprecedented in the history of the 
world — twenty-five millions — were 
hurled at one another; each of the five 
Great Powers handled an army larger 
than any nation ever mustered before; 
and literally half of mankind—nine hun- 
dred millions—were involved in murder- 
ous conflict by land, sea and air. 

When we think of the war in Ethiopia 
and how they were burned alive and vil- 
lages occupied only by women and chil- 
dren were blown to pieces, it is enough 
to make us almost lose our breath, but 
these are the things that the prophet said 
would happen just before the coming of 
Jesus. How active are the seething pas- 
sions which create war. From whence 
come wars and fightings among you? 
come they not hence, even from your 
lusts that war in your members? James 
4:1. Of course, James was talking about 
war and disturbances among the mem- 
bers of the church, but this has a double 
meaning and you can apply it to the 
wars of the nations and the disturbed 
condition that is existing to-day. 

One of the most alarming things we 
can think of is the condition of the 
governments, It is said by those who are 
in position to know that France, Eng- 
land, United States and Russia are fol- 
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lowing almost the same governmental 
policy. This is a sign of the last days and 
in my opinion the only safe thing to do 
is to get ready for the coming of Jesus 
regardless of what it may cost us. One 
of the startling facts put out by the au- 
thority on war is that Germany is re- 
arming herself, This fact, when we think 
of it seriously, is enough to bring us to 
our knees. Think about a nation that 
fought almost the entire world and came 
near conquering before the United States 
could get her forces there to check her 
onward move! With the treaty signed 
by Germany and the obligation _ broke 
when she marched into the Rhine, it is 
enough to put most all of her promises 
and obligations in the background. Sev- 
enty million people with the technical 
weapon of modern war and at the same 
time instilling in the hearts of its youth 
and manhood the most extreme, patriotic, 
nationalistic and militaristic conceptions, 
shows the determination that Germany 
has to conquer the world. And this spirit 
of bloodthirst is running rampant over 
the entire world and it seems that the 
demon of war is now possessing every na- 
tion. 


In the face of all these disturbances 
we feel that the return of the Lord is 
the next great event for the Christians, 
and while the world is watching for 
peace and depending on the League of 
Nations to bring the ultimate results, we 
feel that disturbances and outbreaks of 
war will continue until Jesus comes; and 
that man of sin will be revealed, the son 
of perdition, who opposes and exalts him- 
self above all that is called God or that 
is worshipped, so that he as God sitteth 
in the temple of God, showing himself 
that he is God. Paul says, “Remember 
ye not, that when I was yet with you, I 
told you these things? And now ye know 
what withholdeth that he might be re- 
vealed in his time.” I am satisfied that 
the thing that is withholding the Anti- 
christ powers is the blessed Holy Ghost 
working now among the people. But one 
thing is certain, the clouds of war and 
disturbance are hanging over this world 
and no one seems to have perfect peace 
any more. 


With all the boast that holiness move- 
ments are making of their success, there 
is an after-effect that tells us so plainly 
that disturbances and conflicts are 
abroad. We get a half dozen holiness pa- 
pers in this office and they are filled 
with thoughts and reports of the work- 
ings of the enemy. While it is true that 
God is working and many hearts are be- 
ing blessed, yet the spirit of iniquity is 
abounding and the love of many is wax- 
ing cold. These are true signs of the last 
day. 

When we see the advance of Italy, how

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Our Children’s Education 


This subject has given me more con- 
cern than most anything relative to my 
children: Proverbs 22 says, “Train up a 
child in the way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will not depart from it.” 
And regardless of all the bad children 
of our good people, “Let God be true 
and every man a liar.” This being true, 
it behooves me and every true parent, 
that is interested in our children and the 
Church of God (because our children 
should be Church of God material), to 
begin to seek the way our children 
should go. My children may all go from 
the death cell to the grave, but I believe 
I will still believe the Bible, unless I get 
like some of our children of our theo- 
logians of to-day—able to explain away 
its significance. 

There is a great cry going up, that 
“we want our children educated.” And 
that is as it should be. Every true father 
and mother wants their children  edu- 
cated. But let me say to you, father and 
mother, it is certainly not necessary that 
you worry about your children being 
educated. Every child will be educated, 
but how? I would rather my children 
never know U from an ox yoke, and go 
to heaven, than have them graduate from 
every college in America, and miss hcav- 
en. Every child is going tc learn; don’t 
worry about that. But wnat mine are 
going to learn, is giving me much con- 
cern. So it becomes my duty to find the 
way my child should go and train them 
up in it, 

We have a good Bible School, and I 
am much interested in 1t. To the person 
who is going to engage in gcspel work, it 
is very helpful, and IJ caa recommend it 
for anyone, because you will actually be 
better prepared to worship God, if you 
learn to sing and read the Bible intelligi- 
bly, but all our children aren’t going to be 
preachers. We need good godly men and 
women in every walk of life to-day. And 
they need education, to know how to 
perform the duties that are entrusted to 
them, in the world of business and com- 
merce. And if they are only going to be 
farmers, an education will be very help- 
ful. 

Many of our good people are risking 
the souls of their children, trying to get 
the little good teaching that the high 
schools of the country have to offer, but 
there is a pound of bad for every ounce 
of good in the high schools. And. it 1s 
appalling to have to think of sending 
them to the colleges of to-day. 

What we need is a good college, where 
we can teach our children the many dif-

ferent occupations that there are to be 
followed, along with our good Bible 
teaching, without them having to study 
all the non-essential junk that is taught 
at other places. Also, we need an indus- 
trial school where young men and wom- 
en who are not able to pay their way, can 
get an education without having to pay 
cash for it, and learn to do things by do- 
ing them. We can have all this, and I 
am trying this method of getting it be- 
fore our good people, to see if I cannot 
get them to join us in working it out, so 
we can have a place to educate our chil- 
dren, because I know there are many 
others who are having the same concern 
as we. 

We hear the complaint that it is so 
hard to get people to give, and really 
this looks a huge undertaking, but I be- 
lieve it can be worked out so it will not 
be necessary for anybody to give one 
penny, and we can have a school all our 
own, with our own money, educate our 
own children, and any body’s children 
that will conform to our rules and teach- 
ings. Really, we are God’s children, and 
why be such a “bunch” of beggars? He 
has promised to supply our needs, and if 
our children don’t need an_ education, 
let’s quit sending them to places they 
are now going. If they do need an educa- 
tion, let’s work for the promise, and pro- 
vide an education that will not be detri- 
mental to them. 

Some people buy education insurance, 
which is only investing their money in 
stocks and bonds, thru some big com- 
pany, and saving it until it is time for 
the child to go to college. That is not to 
be condemned, but you are not provid- 
ing a college that is going to train them 
in the way they should go. Why not use 
that same money to provide a college of 
our own? and those of us who see no 
hope for our boys and girls to have a col- 
lege education, can have it, if we work 
together, and faithfully. If you are not 
now providing for your child’s education, 
it is your duty to him or them, and let’s 
begin now. 

I believe we can work out a plan that 
will give us just the school we need, and 
it will be the best investment any of us 
ever made. We can organize a company, 
with one thousand shares, at a value of 
one hundred dollars each (which will 
amount to one hundred thousand dol- 
lars), to be paid back with six per cent 
interest after ten years, the interest to 
compound yearly. By this method each 
one hundred dollar unit would amount 
to one hundred sixty-nine dollars and 


forty-six cents in ten years. This could 
be paid to the beneficiary named by the 
purchaser, by schooling them, under the 
rules in vogue at the time of enrollment. 
Those who did not wish educational in- 
surance, we could pay them in money. 
And we could have shares that would not 
be paid back, the owner just receiving 
the interest continuously. 

The school would, ot course, be con- 
trolled and directed, by the officials of 
the Church. And I believe it would be 
very easy to sell many more than a thou- 
sand shares in it. I think it is a good way 
for our people to insure the education of 
their children, in a school that won’t 
wreck them with education. 

With the money obtained from the 
sales of these shares, we could buy a 
farm large enough to grow all the food 
needed by the school, and plenty of sur- 
plus; we could have plants for process- 
ing and milling the surplus, and we 
could have industrial plants for manu- 
facturing other commodities, at the same 
time teaching the students to do all these 
different things. I am sure that our peo- 
ple would be glad to buy the things they 
need from their own manufacturing 
plants. Instead of the students going to 
school thru the winter, and spending the 
summer wondering if they will be able 
to attend the next winter, they can stay 
at the school the year round, and make 
preparation for the winter. At the same 
time, they will be in training for every 
phase of life from producing to selling. 

I am not offering this as a finished 
plan. There would be many things to 
work out. I do not say it is the best plan, 
there may be many more, and if we tried 
any one plan, and it worked ever so good, 
we would not know it was the best plan, 
because it could be possible that one of 
the plans not tried would be better. Those 
are things never known. I am only of- 
fering this as a suggestion, something to 
start with, with the hope that some of 
my good brethren will join me in work- 
ing out a plan, I think a very good place 
for discussion of the subject will be thru 
the Evangel, if that is permissible. Please 
give this matter your prayerful consider- 
ation and let’s do something for the 
Lord.

But when 
we visited her and informed her that we 
were opening up a mission, she immed- 
iately got out of ed and came to service 
that very night and hasn’t missed a serv- 
ice, although she lives six miles away. 
She is a wonderful pianist and plays for 
us. 


A lady whom I had met in Peublo, 
Colo., about nine years ago had been at- 
tending a church where she felt very un- 
welcome because of the Holy Ghost 
power which was demonstrated through 
her (seemed to be offensive to some), 
and she was praying for God to open a 
place where she could have her freedom. 
The Lord spoke to her and said, “I have 
opened a house of prayer.” While she was 
wondering what the Lord could mean we 
walked into her place and told her we 
had opened a mission here. She has been 
attending regularly and praises God for 
sending us. 


There was a man who lived here who 
had received his Baptism in Illinois in 
the Church of God several years ago. He 
had prayed for a Church of God and 
longed to worship with our folks once 
more as he didn’t feel at home in other 
churches. And don’t you think God 
would answer the prayers of those faith- 
ful ones, even though He sent us hun- 
dreds of miles? Distance means nothing 


to God. 


Brother Douglas, our state overseer, 
and his wife were with us the first week.

In Malabar 
Now Church of God 
Also Free Assembly of God 
Joining 
Mr. Zeno C. Tharp, Mission Secretary, 


Cleveland, Tennessee, U, S. A. 
Dear Brother Tharp: 


Out of consideration for our help to 
their brother and coworker (Brother 
Manoah), the United Church of S. In- 
dia is tendering us the free and uninter- 
rupted use of her church and is consid- 
ering the Church of God, Also the Bap- 
tist church in Octacamund is consider- 
ing the Church of God and they are 
opening their doors to us. The Baptist 
minister’s daughter received the Holy 
Ghost a few days ago and he is praying 
for the blessing. They were to have a 
meeting of the board Tuesday of this 
week and decide on the question of the 
church property and of uniting with the 
Church of God. 


Long before this you should have re- 
ceived a cablegram for funds and praye1 
and of the great mass movement to the 
Church of God here in India. It is too 
marvelous to believe, it seems, when one 
sees it with his own eyes. We have ac- 
tually captured fifty-eight Pentecostal 
churches, pastors, deacons, and all. There 
are thirty-five Sunday Schools ranging in 
attendance from forty to three hundred, 
generally, and the combined membership 
will run near four thousand. In fact, 
there had been 3,610 baptized in water 
up to 1934, and wholesale numbers bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost. We are 
checking up the list and revising it to 
date and will give a full report. 

This work is among the Syrian Chris- 
tians, largely, and is an old work started 
nearly 1900 years ago by the “Thomas- 
ites,” followers of St. Thomas, and twen- 
ty-three years ago this Pentecostal work 
was started by pastor Robt. F. Cook, who 
was with the General Council Assemblies 
of God up to about ten years ago when 
he decided on going independent. They 
have thousands of dollars worth of pro- 
perty and a Bible School with accommo- 
dations for around eighty students. They 
have around twenty permanent buildings, 
their own light plant, etc. One church 
gave about $5,000.00 on the headquar- 
ters buildings, which is a massive stone 
structure. 

It is a long story but God miraculously 
brought us together in this work. Will 
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four sermons to-day and have to preach 
again to-night and leave on the midnight 
train for Ceylon. I can’t understand it. 
The power of God has been so upon me 
that I can hardly sleep or eat, and He has 
brought me through this deadly climate 


with hundreds of people dying with 
cholera, etc., others eaten up with lepro- 
sy. Every spirit of division and discord 
has been swept aside. People laid down 
their hoes and plows and left their shops, 
walking for miles to the meetings. We 
can’t find buildings anywhere to hold 
the crowds. People sit for hours with 
their eyes fixed upon us, drinking in the 
truths as one after another rises under 
the anointing of the Holy Ghost. There 
are usually six to seven thousand in the 
annual meetings. Had about six hundred 
gathered in and about one little out- 
station to-day. I can’t get any time for 
anything but talk with the people, pray 
for them, and shake hands with them, 
when I am not in the meetings. People 
of all castes, high and low, are seek- 
ing God; for example, big railroad men, 
doctors, dentists, officials, police, etc. I 
have been almost scared at times that we 
would grieve God for they treat me 
like I was a king or president instead of 
a Church of God preacher. But God is 
keeping me humble. He has thoroughly 
broken me up. I can’t do anything but 
cry, it seems. 

We have also taken over five other 
churches and missions in another part, 
and God has given us a fine Swedish mis- 
sionary and wife to help Brother Cook 
in the work, This man speaks five lan- 
guages, including the Greek, which he 
teaches. He was a Baptist minister, for- 
merly. We have had a general meeting 
and got the pastors in the headquarters 
and all are unanimously agreed to come 
in the Church of God. The power of 
God fell in every service, messages and 
interpretations came forth that I was 
sent of God to gather them into the fold. 
They voluntarily and unanimously de- 
cided to put all the property into the 
Church of God and let us take it and 
carry on until Jesus comes. 

Many others are looking this way and 
the support of the work will not be very 
great to begin with. I have all papers 
fixed up in the’ vernacular and am hav- 
ing them translated into English and will 
send every thing in the regular mail— 
maps, etc., resolutions included. Please 
run a piece in the paper and ask every 
one to pray and give all they can up un- 
til the Assembly. I have a line on another 
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group of about ten thousand in Africa, 
and about a million here, comprising one 
heathen group, are considering a mass 
movement to the Christian Church and 
we have our net set for them. A great 
stir is on all over the world and I can’t 
ever fill all the calls, I fear. This ap- 
pears to be a new era for the Church of 
God if we can just pull together and 
keep steady.—Sincerely, J. H. Ingram.

“And the gospel must first be pub- 
lished among all nations.” Mark 13:10.

We also know that every human be- 
ing has a god. In Old Testament days 
most heathens worshiped Baal. The peo- 
ple in Paul’s day worshiped an unknown 
God. “As I passed by, and beheld your 
devotions, I found an altar with this in- 
scription, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD 
occe” Mees 17:23. 

To-day the heathen are still worship- 
ing strange gods—the moon, the sun, 
the stars, trees, fire, etc. One nation in 
particular believes the cow to be superna- 
tural. They believe she is a sustainer of 
life because she supplies them with milk 
for food. How grateful I am for a God 
who said, “Come unto me all ye that la- 
bor and are heavy laden and I will give 
you rest.” Matt. 11:28. 

“What am I to do about the heathen?” 
you query. Let us turn to Mark 16:15 
and observe what the greatest of all mis- 
sionaries has commanded: “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” “Jesus was talking to the tribe 
of Levi (preachers),” you reply. “We 
are not all called to preach. Furthermore 
I couldn’t preach if I tried.” 

Do you hear Moses? “I am not elo- 
quent... but I am slow of speech, and of 
a slow tongue.”

I never gave 
your slowness of speech a thought. Just 
continue to care for the sheep; I'll find 
someone else to go to the Israelites and 
Pharoah. Indeed not! Nothing like this 
transpired. Rather,‘GO, and Aaron will 
meet you. I know he can speak well. He 
shall be to thee instead of a mouth, and 
thou shalt be to him instead of God. (4th 
ch, Exod.) He will be your spokesman. 


Did you say, “I can’t preach, send 
someone else”? 
There may be some in our home 


church that may be called to take the 
gospel to foreign fields. It may be my 
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brother or sister. It may be your son or 
daughter. Somebody must go. (Brother 
Ingram is now making a survey of the 
foreign lands. God bless his good efforts. 
I really believe he was called of God.) 


Is it God’s will that we refrain from 
carrying the full gospel to them who 
have never heard of the living God and 
His plan of salvation? No, a thousand 
times no! “And the word of the Lord 
was published throughout all regions,” 
Acts 13:49. 


I have heard many ask, “Will the 
heathen (ignorant of God) be held ac- 
countable in the day of judgment?” Je- 
sus said: “I am the way, and the truth 
and the life: mo man cometh unto the 
Father but by (through) me.” John 14: 
6. How then can the heathen go to the 
Father except they go through Christ, 
and how can they go through Christ of 
whom they have never heard?

Some- 
times the old enemy tells me that is the 
way I am going to do all the time, that 
I'll soon die for.want. But the sweet 
Holy Ghost reminds me that “whatso- 
ever a man sows that shall he also reap.” 

We are in a revival which started May 
5. We are having rain every day so we 
have service in a brother’s little home. It 
would surprise you to see how these folks 
roll up their pants and come thru the wa- 
ter to services.

“But when the Comforter is come 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth which 
proceedeth from the Father, he shall tes- 
tify of me.”—St. John 15:36. 


I HAVE been impressed to write on 
this important subject for some time. 
There is a way for us to know and the 
Bible makes it plain that we can know, 
when the Holy Ghost comes into our 
lives. Some say when we get saved or 
born again, others say when we get sanc- 
tified. But, dear reader, let God’s Word 
settle the question, the Word of God 
rightly divided will settle any controver- 
sy. 

Jesus says, in the last clause of the 
17th verse of the 14th chapter of St. 
John, ‘For he dwelleth with you and 
shall be in you.” Jesus says, “In the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word may be established.” Matthew 18: 
16. “I indeed have baptized you with 
water but he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost.” Mark 1:8. John answered 
saying unto them all, I indeed baptize 
you with water; but one mightier than 
I cometh, the latchet of whose shoes I 
am not worthy to unloose, he shall bap- 
tize you with the Holy Ghost and with 
fire.” Luke 3:16. “For John truly bap- 
tized with water but ye shall be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence.” Acts 1:5. 

We do not teach to seek tongues as 
some accuse us, but when the Holy 
Ghost comes into our lives, we will have 
the same evidence as the early disciples 
at Pentecost had. John promised the 
Holy Ghost to all those whom he bap- 
tized. This tears down the theory of 
some, that just the apostles received the 
Holy Ghost, Jesus reassured the promise 
of the Holy Ghost to His disciples just 
before His ascension. Acts 1:5. 

Jesus says, “If ye love me, keep my 
commandments. And I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide with you 
forever; even the Spirit of truth; whom 
the world cannot receive,” John 14:15, 
16. After the disciples returned from the 
mount that is called Olivet, back to Je- 
rusalem, they went up into the upper 
room, there they found all the apostles 
except Judas. These all continued with 
one accord in prayer and _ supplication 
with the women and Mary the mother 
of Jesus, and with his brethren. In fact, 
Peter said the number of names was about 
one hundred and twenty. What were 
they there for? Read Acts 2:1-4. “And 


when the day of Pentecost was fully 
come.” 


The Old Testament is filled up with 
types and shadows. Hebrews 10:1 speaks 


vabout the law having a shadow of good

things to come. Leviticus 23:4, 


-are feasts of the Lord, even holy convo- 


cations, which ye shall proclaim in their 
seasons.” All Bible readers will admit that 
most all these feasts have been fulfilled. 
The one I want to speak of is in the 15th 
and 16th verses. “And ye shall count un- 
to you from the morrow after the sab- 
bath, from the day that ye brought the 
sheaf of the wave offering; seven sab- 
baths shall be complete: Even unto the 
morrow after the seventh sabbath shall 
ye number fifty days; and ye shall offer 
a new meat offering unto the Lord.” This 
was fulfilled in Acts 2:1. Pentecost 
means the fiftieth day. That was why all 
of those foreign born Jews were at Jeru- 


‘salem. They were there observing these 


feasts, 

The disciples were filled with the Holy 
Ghost fifty days after Jesus was raised 
from the dead, a fulfillment of the Old 
Testament type of the sheaf the priest 
waved before the Lord, and beautiful 
type of Jesus’ resurrection. We read 
further that they were all—one hundred 
and twenty—with one accord in one 
place and suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven as a rushing mighty wind, 
and it filled all the house where they 
were sitting. And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as of fire, and 
it sat upon each of them. And they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. 

There are teachers in these last days 
who are confusing the minds of the peo- 
ple. I know precious people who have 
seen the light on the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost but on account of certain 
teachers that say that the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost is not for everybody, they 
quote from Ist Corinthians 12:30, that 
it is the gift of tongues and that not 
everyone gets this gift. Now there is a 
difference in the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, as in Acts 2:4; Acts 10:46, and 
several other places given in the Bible, 
and the gift of tongues. No one receives 
any of these gifts until after he is filled 
with the Holy Ghost. 

The gifts were not set in the Church 
of God until after Pentecost. Some of 
the different churches of to-day will 
have some of the gifts but when they 
come to divers kinds of tongues they 
won’t have that gift. The only place it 
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is welcome is in the Church of God. God 
set them in His Church and no man can 
take them out. Some will say, “I know 
they received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and spake with tongues in the 
early days of the Church, but when the 
last apostle died, speaking in tongues 
ceased.” That is just man’s theory. The 
apostle Paul said, “Let every man be a 
liar but God the truth.” Let us look at 
some of the witnesses that are in the 
Bible. 

Jesus said, “When the Comforter is 
come whom I will send unto you from 
the Father, even the Spirit of truth 
which proceedeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me and ye shall also bear 
witness,” John 15:26, 27. “Howbeit 
when he the Spirit of truth is come, he 
will guide you into all truth: for he shall 
not speak of himself; but whatsoever he 
shall hear, that shall he speak: and he 
will show you things to come,” John 16: 
13. That’s why we maintain that the 
Bible teaches that when the Holy Ghost 
comes into our lives, He, the Holy Ghost, 
will take control of our vocal organs and 
speak through the individual. 

Nearly all Bible readers will agree that 
the Holy Ghost is a person. There was a 
time when God spake direct to man, such 
as Adam, Cain, Noah, Abraham, Moses, 
and many others. When Jesus came in 
the flesh, the second person of the trin- 
ity, He spake and taught the people for 
a period of time. Now, if God spake and 
His Son talked, would it not seem reas- 
onable for the Holy Ghost to talk, as 
He is the third person of the trinity? 
Acts 2:7, 8. “And they were amazed and 
marvelled, saying one to another, Be- 
hold, are not all these which speak Gali- 
leans? And how hear we every man in 
our own tongue wherein we were born?” 
These foreign Jews knew that this was 
something out of the ordinary. If they 
had spoken the Hebrew tongue they 
would not have been alarmed, but they 
knew that they were common, un- 
learned Jews, and just knew the Hebrew 
tongue. But there were mockers there 
just like there are to-day, that said, 
“They are full of new wine.” People 
to-day say that it is all of the devil, but 
thank the Lord they don’t know! 

Peter soon broke the silence by saying, 
“These are not drunken as ye suppose— 
they are full of the Spirit.” No doubt 
they acted like drunk people, just like 
anyone does to-day when he gets close 
enough to God and lets Him fill him 
with His Spirit. It was Joel’s prophecy 
fulfilled. Some say that Joel doesn’t say 
anything about speaking in tongues. 
That is true enough, but listen what 
Peter says: “This is that.”” He was talk- 
ing about Joel’s prophecy, something 
over seven hundred years previous. |

UNIVERSAL WAR 

St. Matt. 24:6, 7, 8. “And ye shall 
hear of wars and rumors of wars: see that 
ye be not troubled: for all these things 
must come to pass, but the end is not 


yet. For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom: and 
there shall be famines, and _ pestilences, 
and earthquakes, in divers places. All 
these are the beginning of sorrows.” 

The inevitability of war among unre- 
generate mankind history proves. The 
Russian author Novikow says: “From 
the year 1496 B. C, to A. D. 1862 in 
3,358 years, there were 227 years of 
peace and 3,130 years of war. Within 
the last three centuries there have been 
286 wars in Europe. From the year 1500 
B. C. to A. D. 1860 more than 8,000 
treaties of peace, meant to remain in 
force for ever, were concluded. The aver- 
age time they remained in force was two 
years.”” We have lived to see the crown- 
ing example. In August, 1914, nine de- 
clarations of war; masses of men utterly 
unprecedented in the history of the 
world — twenty-five millions — were 
hurled at one another; each of the five 
Great Powers handled an army larger 
than any nation ever mustered before; 
and literally half of mankind—nine hun- 
dred millions—were involved in murder- 
ous conflict by land, sea and air. 

When we think of the war in Ethiopia 
and how they were burned alive and vil- 
lages occupied only by women and chil- 
dren were blown to pieces, it is enough 
to' make us almost lose our breath, but 
these are the things that the prophet said 
would happen just before the coming of 
Jesus. How active are the seething pas- 
sions which create war. From whence 
come wars and fightings among you? 
come they not hence, even from your 
lusts that war in your members? James 
4:1. Of course, James was talking about 
war and disturbances among the mem- 
bers of the church, but this has a double 
meaning and you can apply it to the 
wars of the nations and the disturbed 
condition that is existing to-day. 

One of the most alarming things we 
can think of is the condition of the 
governments. It is said by those who are 
in position to know that France, Eng- 
land, United States and Russia are fol- 
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lowing almost the same governmental 
policy. This is a sign of the last days and 
in my opinion the only safe thing to do 
is to get ready for the coming of Jesus 
regardless of what it may cost us. One 
of the startling facts put out by the au- 
thority on war is that Germany is re- 
arming herself, This fact, when we think 
of it seriously, is enough to bring us to 
oyr knees. Think about a nation that 
fought almost the entire world and came 
near conquering before the United States 
could get her forces there to check her 
onward move! With the treaty signed 
by Germany and the obligation broke 
when she marched into the Rhine, it is 
enough to put most all of her promises 
and obligations in the background. Sev- 
enty million people with the technical 
weapon of modern war and at the same 
time instilling in the hearts of its youth 
and manhood the most extreme, patriotic, 
nationalistic and militaristic conceptions, 
shows the determination that Germany 
has to conquer the world. And this spirit 
of bloodthirst is running rampant over 
the entire world and it seems that the 
demon of war is now possessing every na- 
tion. 


In the face of all these disturbances 
we feel that the return of the Lord is 
the next great event for the Christians, 
and while the world is watching for 
peace and depending on the League of 
Nations to bring the ultimate results, we 
feel that disturbances and outbreaks of 
war will continue until Jesus comes; and 
that man of sin will be revealed, the son 
of perdition, who opposes and exalts him- 
self above all that is called God or that 
is worshipped, so that he as God sitteth 
in the temple of God, showing himself 
that he is God. Paul says, “Remember 
ye not, that when I was yet with you, I 
told you these things? And now ye know 
what withholdeth that he might be re- 
vealed in his time.” I am satisfied that 
the thing that is withholding the Anti- 
christ powers is the blessed Holy Ghost 
working now among the people. But one 
thing is certain, the clouds of war and 
disturbance are hanging over this world 
and no one seems to have perfect peace 
any more. 


With all the boast that holiness move- 
ments are making of their success, there 
is an after-effect that tells us so plainly 
that disturbances and conflicts are 
abroad. We get a half dozen holiness pa- 
pers in this office and they are filled 
with thoughts and reports of the work- 
ings of the enemy. While it is true that 
God is working and many hearts are be- 
ing blessed, yet the spirit of iniquity is 
abounding and the love of many is wax- 
ing cold. These are true signs of the last 
day. 

When we see the advance of Italy, how

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Our Children’s Education 


This subject has given me more con- 
cern than most anything relative to my 
children: Proverbs 22 says, “Train up a 
child in the way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will not depart from it.” 
And regardless of all the bad children 
of our good people, “Let God be true 
and every man a liar.” This being true, 
it behooves me and every true parent, 
that is interested in our children and the 
Church of God (because our children 
should be Church of God material), to 
begin to seek the way our children 
should go. My children may all go from 
the death cell to the grave, but I believe 
I will still believe the Bible, unless I get 
like some of our children of our theo- 
logians of to-day—able to explain away 
its significance. 

There is a great cry going up, that 
“we want our children educated.” And 
that is as it should be. Every true father 
and mother wants their children edu- 
cated. But let me say to you, father and 
mother, it is certainly not necessary that 
you worry about your children being 
educated. Every child will be educated, 
but how? I would rather my children 
never know U from an ox yoke, and go 
to heaven, than have them graduate from 
every college in America, and miss hcav- 
en. Every child is going tc learn; don’t 
worry about that. But wnat mine are 
going to learn, is giving me much con- 
cern. So it becomes my duty to find the 
way my child should go and train them 
up in it, 

We have a good Bible School, and I 
am much interested in it. To the person 
who is going to engage in gcspel work, it 
is very helpful, and J caa recommend it 
for anyone, because you will actually be 
better prepared to worship God, if you 
learn to sing and read the Bible intelligi- 
bly, but all our children aren’t going to be 
preachers. We need good godly men and 
women in every walk of life to-day. And 
they need education, to know how to 
perform the duties that are entrusted to 
them, in the world of business and com- 
merce. And if they are only going to be 
farmers, an education will be very help- 
ful. 

Many of our good people are risking 
the souls of their children, trying to get 
the little good teaching that the high 
schools of the country have to offer, but 
there is a pound of bad for every ounce 
of good in the high schools. And it 1s 
appalling to have to think of sending 
them to the colleges of to-day. 

What we need is a good college, where 
we can teach our children the many dif-

ferent occupations that there are to be 
followed, along with our good Bible 
teaching, without them having to study 
all the non-essential junk that is taught 
at other places. Also, we need an indus- 
trial school where young men and wom- 
en who are not able to pay their way, can 
get an education without having to pay 
cash for it, and learn to do things by do- 
ing them. We can have all this, and I 
am trying this method of getting it be- 
fore our good people, to see if I cannot 
get them to join us in working it out, so 
we can have a place to educate our chil- 
dren, because I know there are many 
others who are having the same concern 
as we. 

We hear the complaint that it is so 
hard to get people to give, and really 
this looks a huge undertaking, but I be- 
lieve it can be worked out so it will not 
be necessary for anybody to give one 
penny, and we can have a school all our 
own, with our own money, educate our 
own children, and any body’s children 
that will conform to our rules and teach- 
ings. Really, we are God’s children, and 
why be such a “bunch” of beggars? He 
has promised to supply our needs, and if 
our children don’t need an education, 
let’s quit sending them to places they 
are now going. If they do need an educa- 
tion, let’s work for the promise, and pro- 
vide an education that will not be detri- 
mental to them. 

Some people buy education insurance, 
which is only investing their money in 
stocks and bonds, thru some big com- 
pany, and saving it until it is time for 
the child to go to college. That is not to 
be condemned, but you are not provid- 
ing a college that is going to train them 
in the way they should go. Why not use 
that same money to provide a college of 
our own? and those of us who see no 
hope for our boys and girls to have a col- 
lege education, can have it, if we work 
together, and faithfully. If you are not 
now providing for your child’s education, 
it is your duty to him or them, and let’s 
begin now. 

I believe we can work out a plan that 
will give us just the school we need, and 
it will be the best investment any of us 
ever made. We can organize a company, 
with one thousand shares, at a value of 
one hundred dollars each (which will 
amount to one hundred thousand dol- 
lars), to be paid back with six per cent 
interest after ten years, the interest to 
compound yearly. By this method each 
one hundred dollar unit would amount 
to one hundred sixty-nine dollars and 


forty-six cents in ten years. This could 
be paid to the beneficiary named by the 
purchaser, by schooling them, under the 
rules in vogue at the time of enrollment. 
Those who did not wish educational in- 
surance, we could pay them in money. 
And we could have shares that would not 
be paid back, the owner just receiving 
the interest continuously. 

The school would, ot course, be con- 
trolled and directed, by the officials of 
the Church. And I believe it would be 
very easy to sell many more than a thou- 
sand shares in it. I think it is a good way 
for our people to insure the education of 
their children, in a school that won’t 
wreck them with education. 

With the money obtained from the 
sales of these shares, we could buy a 
farm large enough to grow all the food 
needed by the school, and plenty of sur- 
plus; we could have plants for process- 
ing and milling the surplus, and we 
could have industrial plants for manu- 
facturing other commodities, at the same 
time teaching the students to do all these 
different things. I am sure that our peo- 
ple would be glad to buy the things they 
need from their own manufacturing 
plants. Instead of the students going to 
school thru the winter, and spending the 
summer wondering if they will be able 
to attend the next winter, they can stay 
at the school the year round, and make 
preparation for the winter. At the same 
time, they will be in training for every 
phase of life from producing to selling. 

I am not offering this as a finished 
plan. There would be many things to 
work out. I do not say it is the best plan, 
there may be many more, and if we tried 
any one plan, and it worked ever so good, 
we would not know it was the best plan, 
because it could be possible that one of 
the plans not tried would be better. Those 
are things never known. I am only of- 
fering this as a suggestion, something to 
start with, with the hope that some of 
my good brethren will join me in work- 
ing out a plan, I think a very good place 
for discussion of the subject will be thru 
the Evangel, if that is permissible. Please 
give this matter your prayerful consider- 
ation and let’s do something for the 
Lord.

In Psalms 14:1 we find 
these words, “The fool hath said in his 
heart, There is no God.” It does not say 
that he has convinced his heart that there 
is no God. They teach that there is no 
hereafter, no soul; but God said man be- 
came a living soul. If there is no God, 
why does the infidel take God’s name in 
vain? That shows that he has enough 
godly instinct to teach him there is a 
God, If not, why do they use His name? 
If there is no God, there is no use to 
teach against Him. But God says He 
made man a living soul. 


When God created man, we notice He 
first made the body for the soul to dwell 
in. He was not yet a living soul. The 
body is only a temporary dwelling place 
for the soul. Then we notice God 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of 
life and man became a living soul. To 
prove the soul is still alive after taking 
flight from this body, we notice 1 Cor. 
13:12. The apostle Paul says in the lat- 
ter clause, “But then shall I know even 
as also I am known.” Paul declares that 
even after death has claimed his spirit, he 
shall know as he is known. Won’t that 
be wonderful? 


I one time heard a minister, in con- 
ducting a funeral, declare that we shall 
not know each other up there. Such a 
remark is unscriptural. To prove it is not 
scriptural, we look at Luke 16:23, 24: 
“And in hell he lifted up his eyes, being 
in torments, and seeth Abraham afar off, 
and Lazarus in his bosom. And he cried 
and said, Father Abraham, have mercy 
on me, and send Lazarus, that he may dip 
the tip of his finger in water, and cool 
my tongue; for I am tormented in this 
flame.” This shows that man shall know 
in the hereafter. Dives, the rich man, 


died and in hell he lifted up his eyes. He 


saw Lazarus in Father Abraham’s bosom. 


He said he was tormented in the flame, 
which shows that the soul is the person, 
for it has the same mind, feeling, and 
sight in the hereafter as in this present 
world,

We know that we are going some- 
where, and it is up to us to select ouc 
destination. In Heb. 9:27 we hear the 
apostle Paul say, “And as it is appointed 
unto men once to die, but after this the 
judgment.”

We have no record of 
where he stopped to question God about 
the matter, but in obedience to God’s 
command Philip was soon up and on his 
way. Even as Philip found the eunuch 
down in the desert, so we found hungry 
souls in Denver. 


We prayed and God heard and helped 
us purchase a piano, chairs, etc. at a very 
reasonable price. We opened a little mis- 
sion on the west side of the city the first 
part of May. God blesses in a marvelous 
way every service. The power comes 
down in showers and we are having 
shouting, dancing, and speaking in other 
tongues. We have gocd crowds for a new 
opening, also have a good crowd of spec- 
tators on the outside. No doubt many are 
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afraid to enter on account of the Holy 
Ghost power, but will finally get hungry 
and will venture in. 


We have found out some reasons why 
the Lord sent us which we will relate 
at this time. Not long after we arrived, 
we came in contact with a man and his 
wife who had heard of the Church of 
God sometime ago and they were crying 
out to God to send a Church of God to 
Denver. The wife was in such utter de- 
spair that she was sick in bed. But when 
we visited her and informed her that we 
were opening up a mission, she immed- 
iately got out of bed and came to service 
that very night and hasn’t missed a serv- 
ice, although she lives six miles away. 
She is a wonderful pianist and plays for 
us. 


A lady whom I had met in Peublo, 
Colo., about nine years ago had been at- 
tending a church where she felt very un- 
welcome because of the Holy Ghost 
power which was demonstrated through 
her (seemed to be offensive to some), 
and she was praying for God to open a 
place where she could have her freedom. 
The Lord spoke to her and said, “I have 
opened a house of prayer.” While she was 
wondering what the Lord could mean we 
walked into her place and told her we 
had opened a mission here. She has been 
attending regularly and praises God for 
sending us. 


There was a man who lived here who 
had received his Baptism in Illinois in 
the Church of God several years ago. He 
had prayed for a Church of God and 
longed to worship with our folks once 
more as he didn’t feel at home in other 
churches. And don’t you think God 
would answer the prayers of those faith- 
ful ones, even though He sent us hun- 
dreds of miles? Distance means nothing 


to God. 


Brother Douglas, our state overseer, 
and his wife were with us the first week. 
They are very precious people who like 
to see the cause move forward and are 
willing to sacrifice for this purpose. The 
people who heard him preach are very 
anxious for their return and we hope to 
have them with us again soon, as we are 
hoping to open a tent meeting the first 
part of July, D. V. We are also expecting 
Brother Baney and his family with us at 
that time from Dyersburg, Tenn. 


Every one who reads this please pray 
for our success here. This is a city of 
about 350,000 population and there is 
room for many more missions. So if the 
Lord speaks to your heart to come this 
way, come on. The Lord will see you 
through.

Dear Brother Tharp: 


Out of consideration for our help to 
their brother and coworker (Brother 
Manoah), the United Church of S. In- 
dia is tendering us the free and uninter- 
rupted use of her church and is consid- 
ering the Church of God, Also the Bap- 
tist church in Octacamund is consider- 
ing the Church of God and they are 
opening their doors to us. The Baptist 
minister’s daughter received the Holy 
Ghost a few days ago and he is praying 
for the biessing. They were to have a 
meeting of the board Tuesday of this 
week and decide on the question of the 
church property and of uniting with the 
Church of God. 


Long before this you should have re- 
ceived a cablegram for funds and praye: 
and of the great mass movement to the 
Church of God here in India. It is too 
marvelous to believe, it seems, when one 
sees it with his own eyes. We have ac- 
tually captured fifty-eight Pentecostal 
churches, pastors, deacons, and all. There 
are thirty-five Sunday Schools ranging in 
attendance from forty to three hundred, 
generally, and the combined membership 
will run near four thousand. In fact, 
there had been 3,610 baptized in water 
up to 1934, and wholesale numbers bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost. We are 
checking up the list and revising it to 
date and will give a full report. 

This work is among the Syrian Chris- 
tians, largely, and is an old work started 
nearly 1900 years ago by the “Thomas- 
ites,” followers of St. Thomas, and twen- 
ty-three years ago this Pentecostal work 
was started by pastor Robt. F. Cook, who 
was with the General Council Assemblies 
of God up to about ten years ago when 
he decided on going independent. They 
have thousands of dollars worth of pro- 
perty and a Bible School with accommo- 
dations for around eighty students. They 
have around twenty permanent buildings, 
their own light plant, etc. One church 
gave about $5,000.00 on the headquar- 
ters buildings, which is a massive stone 
structure. 

It is a long story but God miraculously 
broughr us together in this work. Will 
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tell all about it later. I have preached 
four sermons to-day and have to preach 
again to-night and leave on the midnight 
train for Ceylon. I can’t understand it. 
The power of God has been so upon me 
that I can hardly sleep or eat, and He has 
brought me through this deadly climate 
with hundreds of people dying with 
cholera, etc., others eaten up with lepro- 
sy. Every spirit of division and discord 
has been swept aside. People laid down 
their hoes and plows and left their shops, 
walking for miles to the meetings. We 
can’t find buildings anywhere to hold 
the crowds. People sit for hours with 
their eyes fixed upon us, drinking in the 
truths as one after another rises under 
the anointing of the Holy Ghost. There 
are usually six to seven thousand in the 
annual meetings. Had about six hundred 
gathered in and about one little out- 
station to-day. I can’t get any time for 
anything but talk with the people, pray 
for them, and shake hands with them, 
when I am not in the meetings. People 
of all castes, high and low, are seek- 
ing God; for example, big railroad men, 
doctors, dentists, officials, police, etc. I 
have been almost scared at times that we 
would grieve God for they treat me 
like I was a king or president instead of 
a Church of God preacher. But God is 
keeping me humble. He has thoroughly 
broken me up. I can’t do anything but 
cry, it seems. 

We have also taken over five other 
churches and missions in another part, 
and God has given us a fine Swedish mis- 
sionary and wife to help Brother Cook 
in the work, This man speaks five lan- 
guages, including the Greek, which he 
teaches. He was a Baptist minister, for- 
merly. We have had a general meeting 
and got the pastors in the headquarters 
and all are unanimously agreed to come 
in the Church of God. The power of 
God fell in every service, messages and 
interpretations came forth that I was 
sent of God to gather them into the fold. 
They voluntarily and unanimously de- 
cided to put all the property into the 
Church of God and let us take it and 
carry on until Jesus comes. 

Many others are looking this way and 
the support of the work will not be very 
great to begin with. I have all papers 
fixed up in the vernacular and am hav- 
ing them translated into English and will 
send every thing in the regular mail— 
maps, etc., resolutions included. Please 
run a piece in the paper and ask every 
one to pray and give all they can up un- 
til the Assembly. I have a line on another 
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group of about ten thousand in Africa, 
and about a million here, comprising one 
heathen group, are considering a mass 
movement to the Christian Church and 
we have our net set for them. A great 
stir is on all over the wurld and I can’t 
ever fill all the calls, I fear. This ap- 
pears to be a new era for the Church of 
God if we can just pull together and 
keep steady.—Sincerely, J. H. Ingram.

“And the gospel must first be pub- 
lished among all nations.” Mark 13:10.

To-day the heathen are still worship- 
ing strange gods—the moon, the sun, 
the stars, trees, fire, etc. One nation in 
particular believes the cow to be superna- 
tural. They believe she is a sustainer of 
life because she supplies them with milk 
for food. How grateful I am for a God 
who said, “Come unto me all ye that la- 
bor and are heavy laden and I will give 
you rest.” Matt. 11:28. 

“What am I to do about the heathen?” 
you query. Let us turn to Mark 16:15 
and observe what the greatest of all mis- 
sionaries has commanded: ‘Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature.”

Did you say, “I can’t preach, send 
someone else’’? 
There may be some in our hom 


church that may be called to take the 
gospel to foreign fields. It may be my

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brother or sister. It may be your son or 
daughter. Somebody must go. (Brother 
Ingram is now making a survey of the 
foreign lands. God bless his good efforts. 
I really believe he was called of God.) 


Is it God’s will that we refrain from 
carrying the full gospel to them who 
have never heard of the living God and 
His plan of salvation? No, a thousand 
times no! “And the word of the Lord 


was published throughout all regions,” 
Acts 13:49. 
I have heard many ask, “Will the

From Fairlook to 
Outlook it is twenty-three miles; from 
Tampa to Outlook, nine miles; from 
Tampa to Mt. View, three miles; from 
Tampa to Fairlook fourteen miles. Some- 
times the old enemy tells me that is the 
way I am going to do all the time, that 
I'll soon die for want. But the sweet 
Holy Ghost reminds me that “whatso- 
ever a man sows that shall he also reap.” 

We are in a revival which started May 
5. We are having rain every day so we 
have service in a brother’s little home. It 
would surprise you to see how these folks 
roll up their pants and come thru the wa- 
ter to services.
